“THE ISSUE IS CLEARED 


ONE_REASON for Stevenson’s proposal for a ban on 
H-bomb: testing is that the Eisenhower Administration, 
speaking through Richard Nixon, has revealed its opposi- 
tion to all efforts to restrict nuclear weapons development 


in any shape or manner. 
In his reply to Stevenson yesterday, Nixon reiterated 


the theory that the U. S. advantage in nuclear weapons 
was essential to the country’s safety. 
“If we lose this advantage, we risk either our defeat 
in war or our surrender at the conference table because 
re cannot match the Communist world in manpower,” 
he said. “We must stay ahead of them in technology.” 


The logic of this position, plainly, is that there must 
be no agreement except one w hich permits the U. S. to 
hold an advantage in nuclear weapons. This was the es- 
sence, and the fatal flaw; of the Baruch Plan, Since no one 
‘in. his senses can expect the Soviet Union to go along, with 
any such plan, it means in essence no agreement at all. 

The Eisenhower-Nixon position; on the other hand, 
oe dny farther advances: toward disarmament or end- 

the cold war. It makes a continued armaments race in- 
evitable, with all its inherent dangers of a nuclear war. 
| Thus, the electorate faces a dramatic issue between 
the two tickets: élimination of H-bomb testing followed 
by possible further advances toward disarmament and true 
peace; or continied nuclear build-up and development, 
and stalemate on further efforts to end the cold. war.

_ The art in the NLRB is to spring a trick when it is 
- Jeast expected and do so ini a situation where it can count 
most for big business. So the NLRB examiner waited until 
‘the Kohler strike had passed. the 30-month mark and after 
the United Auto Workers had already spent nearly $9 mil- 
lion on strike relief, to quietly recommend the tossing out 
of the union’s unfair labor charges on the ground that the 
‘UAW’s, national trustees failed to file non-Communist af- 
fidavits. It was discovered that the trustees, who merely 
‘perform the function of checking on the financial affairs 
ef the union administration, are “officers” within the mean- 
ing of the Taft-Hartley affidavit requirements. 

This comes after nine years of Taft-Hartley, after tens 
of thousands of bargaining elections involving millions of 
workers. This is truly administration by trickery, evasion, 
‘deceit and deliberate perversion of‘laws where attempted 
efforts to obtain legislation failed. 

And there is another lesson: the precedent upon which 
the NLRB examiner based his ruling was a recent court 
decision: upholding the government's contention that the

affidavits.
